Justice Field is against the law 
mainly, because it taxes tbe incomes of 
Federal Judges; Justice White is dis- 
posed to sustain tbe whole law, and 
Justice Harlan thinks that a tax on 
rents is not a direct tax.

exempted as well as State bonds. 


INCOME TAX 1AW. 


It 1>. rnillully Sustained by the Su- 


preme Court. 


WVSHKS-OTON. April 8.—The opinion 


of Chief Justice Fuller of the Supieme 
Court on the income tax us read in the 
flrst Lour was historical. The court at 
1 o'clock had reached this conclusion: 
"The Court can find no difference be- 
tween a tax on land itself and a tax on 
rents or the incomes derived from 
Inud. The Court is therefore of the 
land, me uourt i» tiio*u»^*w ~* . — 
opinion that the tax on rents or landed 
investments is direct taxation and un- 
constitutional." 


The Court next decided that the law 


was unconstitutional so far as it re- 
lated to income tax from State, county 
or municipal bonds. It was next ruled 
as a fact that the law which was pro- 
nounced unconstitutional in these two 
particulars did not invalidate the law 
as a whole. It was announced in this 
latter conclusion that the court was 
equally divided and rendered no opin- 
ion. 
The lower court having ruled in 


favor of the law, by a dividad court the 
law would stand except as to rent and 
State, county and municipal bonds, 
and on these two points it was that the 
direct judgment below would be re- 
versed.

A gen- 
uine gold piece from any oC the mints, 
that is a coin that has not been tamp- 
ered with outside the mint, is presumed 
by whoever into whose hands it may 
fall legitimately to be worth its face 
value at the United States Treasury, 
and to be a legal tender for its denom- 
inational value. If thio assumption is 
not correct, the stamp of the United 
States Mint OB a piece of metal is not a 
guarantee of the legal tender value of 
the metal stamped.

FKEE COINAGE IN THF EAST. 


The advocates of free coinage of gold 


and silver are becoming agressive in 
the East. They propose to carry on an 
educational campaign and expose the 
hypocrisy of the so-called "sound 
money " or gold trust combination. (In 
Pennsylvania twenty-nine members o* 
the Legislature are leading a move 
rneut in the interest of Sibley, which 
may result in getting all the free coin- 
age men of Republican and Democratic 
proclivities to support him tor Presi- 
deut.

rrests 'are shortly to be made," etc. 
The original shortage figure, $61,180, 
bas gradually increased, in the papers, 
o $100,000 yesterday, yet no official 
luthority is given for the same. In 
act they say they have none and can- 
not obtain any, therefore the inference 
s that what they publish is merely 
guess work. 


And they go on to tell about one bar 


remelted falling short 
$20,000, and 


about a bar of 16,000 ounces from the 
Voltaire mine which was BQ base as to 
be worth only $12, but was substituted 
for a good bar in the swindle. In point 
of fact that little bar was sold to the 
mint twenty years ago by the owners 
or workers of the Voltaire mine south 
of Carson. It was composed prinoi- 
polly of copper and lead and purchased 
at its ascertained assay value—less 
than $20—more to assist the prospec- 
tors in finding out what they had 
than anything else. That Voltaire bar 
forms part of the bullion history of 
the mint. It has been transmitted 
from one administration to another 
down to the present, and there it still 
reposes in bumble uupretentiousness 
among the bullion aasets of the insti- 
tution. 


That elaborate.illustrated story in the 


San Francisco 
Examiner yesterday 


about the Carson mint trouble is 
merely a rehash of the old stories al- 
ready told here, with some few sur- 
mises, etc., anu nothing definite or 
official. 


A TELEGRAPHIC ABSURDITY. 


But the meanest, silliest yarn was 
hat m the Associated Pres dispatches 
•esterday stating that the gold coin»is- 
mod from the Carson mint contained 
too much alloy and was not up to the 
Government standard, and that the 
dan Francisco banks were sorting them 
ut for redemption by the U. S. Treas- 


ury Department. Any telegraph re- 
porter should know better than to 
end such an absurdity over the wires. 
Hope the Associated Press isn't trying 
o kill the mint. 
Every lot of coin which passes/from 


the comer to the Treasurer or Superin- 
tendent is carefully weighed and mast 
not deviate from the required stand- 
ard. 
The pieces are then selected at 


random from the lot and sent, one to 
,he Director of the Mint or Assay Com- 
mission at Washington, one to the 
Philadelphia mint and the third to the 
dan Francisco mint. There each is as- 
sayed, and should they deviate from 
the stand in fineness or weight the dis- 
repency would be very promptly an- 
uouuoed. But nothing of the sort baa 
ever existed and the reputation of the 
Oarson mint coinage is on a par with 
the best. 


Such derogatory and irresponsible 


atories being put into circulation most 
:ertainly can have no effect, but work 
to the injury of our mint and our 
State. Nevada haa been meanly desig- 
nated in the east as the "rotton bor- 
ough,'' but it is still meaner for any of 
her own citizens to blunderingly con- 
tribute proof to that effect. Nevada's 
money product is just as good now, if 
not aa plentiful, as it was during the 
civil war, 


THE SHORTAGE PBOBLEM. 


It is publicly known that the mint 


shortage is found in the weighing and 
receiving, and the melting and refining 
departments and it can be attributed 
to gross carelessness, bad figuring, sys-' 
tematic stealage extending perhaps for 
years back—collusive crookedness in 
which more than one person is invol- 
ved. But the chances are that when 
the whole problem is ciphered out, the 
shortage will, be much less than has 
been estimated or guessed at. The 
official report is eagerly looked for. 


Meanwhile Inspector Mason and his 


corps of detectives, the U. 8. District 
Attorney and U. S, Marshal are in 
active communication and meet every 
evening, or when ever necessary. The 
air is full of rumors and surmises. 
Nobe Jellersou, formerly in the coin- 
age department is back here from 
Truokee where he has been for several 
months past. Nobe don't say much 
but looks wise and attracts attention. 
W. H. Doane, chief coiner years ago, 
ia also here, and Charley Colburn, late 
ooiner, has been interviewed at Vir- 
ginia City.

THE EARTH IS RUNNING SLOW. 


Hut the Scientists Need Not Alarm One 


' Seriously Yet. 


Lord Kelvin estimates that the "run- 


ning slow" of the earth in its daily ro> 
tatiou .round its axis amounts to 33 sec- 
puds per. century. 


Tho main cause of this retardation is 


the friction caused by the tides, which 
at.t.'ns a brake, the action of which has 
uonn ^calculated by this eminent physi- 
uist to-coequal to a weight of 4,000,000 
tofts' applied on the equator. 


Other causes have also to be taken in- 


to ;sf"jotmt—as, for example, the increase 
in tho size of the earth, due to the fall- 
ing on it of meteoric dust, which, if de- 
posited at the rate of ono foot in 4,000. 
years, would produce the observed re- 
tardation by. itself. 


Sucii a phenomenon as the anmial 


31'owtli and melting nf snow and ice at 
the poles is introducing irregularities 
into the problem, tho growth at the 
poles, ly abstracting water from the 
other parts of the .ocoan, accelerating 
tho earth's motion, and the molting',.by 
restoring tho water, retarding it, 


Against the retarding foroos there has 


to be taken into account a probable ac- 
celeration, due to the gradual sinking 
of thB earth by cooling, but this Lord 
Kelvin believes to be very small—per- 
haps not moro than ono six-thousandth 
part of tho retardation dne to tidal fric- 
tion. 


Professor Nowcomb has declared from 


astronomical considerations that tho 
earth wont slow and lost seven seconds 
biitween 1850 and 1802, and then went 
fr.st and gainud eight seconds bdtv/een 
18(12 and 1872, changes of rate explicit- 
bio by possible changes in tho earth's 
phapc, BO slight as to bo quite undiscov-.. 
(Table iu astronomical observations.—; 
Chicago Times.
